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BASIC REFERENCE SOURCES IN POPULATION/FAMILY PLANNING- 
AN ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Population study is by nature a discipline of divergent interest. 
Sociology, medicine, and demography, three of the more basic areas of 
population interest are each broad fields, but population study now also 
includes among other fields the disciplines of business, jurisprudence, 
'economics, statistics, l)iology, political science, and anthropology. 
Population study is also but one aspect of the even more diverse field 
of environmental studies. Thus, anyone desiring information on population 
and family planning is simultaneously confronted with both a wealth of 
fields to turn to and a paucity of specific sources. 

This bibliography was designed to be of assistance in overcoming 
these two problems both for the individual researcher and the librarian. 
It is meant to aid the*" librarian who may have many of the basic indexes' 
and bibliographies but lack a specialized collection of population 
materials. It is also intended to be of help to the population specialist 
who may have access to medical, sociological and demographic materials, but 
be without sources for the other important aspects of his chosen field. 

The information included in each citation is as follows: title, 
publisher, frequency of publication, specific information about the work, 
and the subject headings or categories under which information dealing 
with population and family planning will be found. Also, for the convenience 
of those. doing research on the campus of the University of North Carolina, 
a symbol is included to indicate in which library each of the reference 
sources will be found.
